House’’ is the ; 
HUDSON BAY COMPANY’s Post 
for trading with the Blackfoot ludians, being 
sitaated in the country of that wild tribe, in 
Lat. 562 deg. 22 min. 6 sec. North, Long. 115 
deg. 10 min. 45 sec. West, and about 45 miles 
from the foot of the Recky Moegtsins. 
At the Rocky Mountain Hoase Colonel Ross
